The Ford touring car, a 1925 make, 
was telescoped, the occupants in it be­ 
ing crushed. 
Identification of the occupants of 
the car was impossible for there were 
no marks on their clothing to deter­ 
mine their names or their addresses. 
A long distance call to the Secre­ 
tary of State’s office at St. Paul re­ 
vealed that the car license of the car, 
A223-555, was issued to Gus Lindberg 
of Laporte, Minn., a section man on 
the M. & I. railway.

Last year three hundred and sixty-eight, people were killer 
in what is called civil aviation. 
These included two hundred anc 
fifteen passengers and one hundred and fifty-three pilots, 
f igures 
on the casualties this year are not yet available, but they arc 
growing so numerous till the aviation bureau of the department is 
taking steps to check them by a rigid inspection cd’ training 
schools. 
A large number of the accidents nave been traced to inexpe­ 
rienced and poorly trained pilots who graduated from schools that 
were more interested in getting students and their money than 
iii safe flying. 
The government investigation will be thorough, and upon its 
completion a rating of all schools will be published and made avail 
able, so that prospective .students may easily learn the quality of 
the training offered. 
Wildcat concerns such as the1,se ten-hour training schools not 
only are a menace to life but to the aviation industry, and ii is to 
be hoped that the department of commerce will succeed in driving 
them out of business.

will complete their 250th hour in the 
air.

peared as if the two grimy and be­ 
whiskered pilots had outlasted 
their 
machine. 
A note from Mendell in­ 
formed the crowd below that the “mo­ 
tor was becoming noisy and there was 
a little trouble with the oil pump.” 
Officials took the note to mean a 
landing might be made any time and 
ordered an ambulance rushed to the 
field to take Mendell and R einhart to 
a hospital for examinations as soon as 
they landed. 
But the fliers sighted the ambulance 
and dropped a note in 
which 
they 
spurned the services 
of 
the 
“sick 
buggy.” 
“If th at’s for us we won’t need it 
for IOO hours or more,” the note said. 
The fliers’ spirits ran high through 
the night due to the fact th at a cres­ 
cent moon and a clear sky supplanted 
the

battled 
through two previous nights. 
They 
were able to take on a full quota of 
325 gallons of gasoline as they had a 
high ceiling and were able to fly at a 
1500-altitude. 
After the 35th refueling at 7:30 P.M. 
last night, the motor of the Angeleno 
gradually began to lose the disturbing 
noise which had been noted by the 
fliers and the ground crew, and an­ 
other "bugaboo” of the flight 
disap­ 
peared. 
The Angeleno, which was overhaul­ 
ed for the present flight after it had. 
flown approximately 45,000 miles, has 
consumed nearly 3,000 gallons of gaso­ 
line and has flown a distance equal to 
the circumference of the globe. 
A. E. McManus, one of the backers 
of the endurance flight, revealed that 
a non-stop refueling flight from Los 
Angeles to New York and return was 
being considered for the record break­ 
ing fliers and their craft. 
It was reported A. A. D urant of 
New York had offered the fliers $500 
each if they remained aloft 300 hours. 
A fund of $5,000 has been raised by 
popular subscription at the airport. 
Telegrams and letters of congratula­ 
tions were piling up at the airport to­ 
day.

W ashington, July 12- An increas­ 
ingly vigorous and extensive prohibi­ 
tion enforcem ent policy by the federal 
government Us indicated by budget es­ 
tim ates for the fiscal year 1930 now be­ 
ing prepared by the treasury depart­ 
ment is indicated by budget estim ates 
for the fiscal year 1930 now being pre­ 
pared by the treasury departm ent. 
All these divisions of the treasury 
engaged in prohibition work, customs 
service, coast guard and prohibition, 
bureau, received additional funds for 
this fiscal year in a supplement ap­ 
propriation passed at the last regular 
session of. congress. 
While the prohibition bureau is ask­ 
ing for continuation of the $1,700,000 
additional am ount alloted to it above 
the normal appropriation of $13,500,000, 
both the customs service
